braiding her with diſhoneſty, affirming it impoſli- 
ble to have more Children at a birth, then ene; by 
one and the ſame man 3 to which the poor ſoul 
replyed again, that the Divine power might yet

accompliſh any thing at pleaſure ; but the Coun- 
refle perſiſting ſtill incredulous, after many re- 
proachfull ſpeeches, enforced her with diſgrace 
trom her prelence3 whereupon,this poor diſtreſſed 
woman,litting her eyes to Heaven,humbly entrea- 
ted of God Almighty, that the Counteſle alſo 
might have as many Cnildren at a birtii, as there 
were dayes in the year and thus it afterwards be- 
tcl. For the Countcfle conceiving by her Husband, 
and comming down into Hollard 3 coher Nephew 
Floris the fifth, at Leoſdutne 5 became tiicre {o pro- 
digiouſly great,as neither eye nor car nad ever no- 
tice of the like:upon our Ladies day in Lent, being 
Good Friday.

This old inſcription differs apparently from the

Margaret wite to Count Heymon of Henenbergh 5 
daughter to the renouned Lord Flor:'s Earle of Hol. 
landswho had ro Mother Machtelt daughter to Hez- 
ry Duke of Brabart, as alſoto her brother william 
King of Almezre: this aforeſaid Lady Margaret anno 
1276,being then of the age of fourty two years old 
did upon Gcod-Friday about nine of the clock inthe 
forenoone bring forth 364 living children of both 
ſexes, which 1n a baſon, and before many noble per- 
ſons, were after chriſten'd by the reverend Bithop 
Lord Guy Suffragan : the Males were named 7ohz, 
the Females EL zabethz whoſe ſoules together with 
their Motiiers returned to God there to live for e- 
ver, bur for their bodies they reſt peaceably under 
this ſtone, 

Now howſoever there is in God no ſhadow of 
change, neither can his arme be ſhortned, but he 
remaines to day as yeſterday ſtill overruling na- 
ture, or TR beiide it, or againſt it, at his own 
_w will and plcaſure ; and therefore this marvel- 
ous narration ſecmes not raſhly to be rejected. Yet 
conſidering how ſparingly the milk of miracles has 
been imparted, fince the childhood of the Church; 
and to muderare ſome ſuch as make an idoll of tra- 
dition, peremptortly relying upon whatſoever ſhe 
produces 51t ſhall not be amiſs, that the weight and 
certainty of this report, be yet a little further {ife 
ted and examin'ed. 

Therefore to proceed with the diſagreement a- 
mongſi ancient writers, both concerning the yous, 

al 
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andfunry other circumſtances of this wonderfull 
Mother. Our Hollands Chronicle,inthe ſeventcenth 
diviſion, chaprt. the eleventh, amongſt the children 
of Floris the fourth, names Margaret for wife to 
Count Haerman of Heunenbourgh; with which both 
Sn0yus, and Bokenbergrius alto concurre : and after in 
the nineteenth diviſion, the tenth chapter,(tormer- 
ly inſerted verbatim, ) calls her againe Machtilt, 
Tobn Beca both in his latine relation, and in durch 
alſo, names her HMachiilt, Heda Mechtildis comitis 
Hennezubergie #xor, which is accordingly ſeconded 
by /oba Cuſpizian, and then againe by Meyerus,who 
likewiſc adding-further, ſaies that both thoſe mil- 
take who writ her Margaret,and ſuch as will attri- 
bure this miraculous birth to the yeare 1314; for 
though indeed one named Guy, brother alſo to oz 
the {ccond of that name Prince of Holland, (namely 
Guyde Avieuſts) was at that time Biſhop of &trecht 3 
yet whoſoever ſertles upon this relation, does by 
thus concluding of the Biſhop, loſe the Mother 3 
ſince our Margaret, or Maghteld Counteſſe of Hen- 
nenbourgh, lived fo diſtandfrom that age, rhat both 
the Annals of Brebazt, and a Chronicler cited like- 
wiſe by Marcus of Yaernwick, will confine this 
wonderfull birth ro the year 1244. nay the 
ſame Yaernwick , ( a thing which differs yet 
againe from the former, ) will quote the lirtle 
Hollands Chronicle aſcribing ir to' the year 1266, 
and then the great one with the cronicle of Brabant 
brother Peters cpitaph,8& the relation of Junius fore

repeated ) to that of 1256; this laſt the rather ſuc- 


ceding, becaule they will dreame yet again of ano- 
ther contemporary Biſhop Otto of the Hollands 
bloud 3or ( rather as ſome will ) his ſuffagran 
Guy then miniſtring the Sacrament of Baptiſme ; 
but if the regiſter of thoſe Biſhops be ttue , 
this againe mult of neceſſity be falſe; the Lord Tobr: 
of Naſſaw, being at that ſame time inveſted with 
the ſtoole of Ktrecht, the 39. Biſhop of that Sea, 
continuing 1n it, from 1267 till 12873his predecel- 
ſor was the Lord Hemyof Yiana, and as touching 
Otto before cited, hee was but the 36, Biſhop in 
that liſt, nor may be admitted as of any privity 
with this miracle : neither is her deccaſe of any di- 
reger certainty, for howloever moſt writers are of 
opinion,thatthe children being bapriſed, were with 
their mother arreſted 'preſently by the powerfull 
hand of death 5 yet the Belgick Gbronitle, found 
in the library of /ohz P:{torius, affirmcs, that ſhe ſur- 
vived longer,not expiring till the ycar 1277, and 
Heada protradts the time of her deceaſetill 1278 


which contrariety {till continues the relation more 


Then again concerning the number 
of her children, ſome there are which ſpeak of 
three hundred ſixty fave, as many as the ycarc has 
dayes ; others will bave but- three hundred ſixty

even their uſuall experience will reſtifie rhe con- 
trary, and it bctalls amongſt them, that women

Gultelmus, Hermanus, Gaudanus, with Sonyus his 
Countrie- wan and Scfator, do both objc& for 
confirmation ot this Hiſtory, that the houſe of

the premiſes,fince this miracul»us Mother is found 
ſofull of noiſc and litigation 4 fince both her name;

In the interim Gh;sbeyt of 
AEmſtell ( having firſt applied this opportunity to 
the bringing about oft his own private ends , 
and ruinared the poſſeſſons of Ghrsbert of Atcoude, 
william of Ryſenbourg, and Eutert of Viaza his ene- 
mies)begane cunningly to per{ſwadea ſurccaſe of

from the former pertinacy, being againe affe&io-

Upon which} 
diverſion,and dyheartening of the maine, Biſhop 
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John and Count O:to being ſtil felicitous for 
the bye , fare downe with their Army beforc 
Eirecht, intending a reſtitution of the Prittine Go- 
verment ; but ſoon after (as a more fitting task tor 
their {mall numbers, )dflodg'd againc, laying their 
ficge rather to e/Emer/o/ d, which town having much 
inccnſcd the Earl Protc&or, with {ome {candalls 
caſt upon liis reputation, was by many daily ruin: 
compell*d ar length, to an unwilling ſubmiſſion ; 
and hcrewirthall, as cither ſomewhat appealed , or 
diſtruſitull of any furti.cr ſuccele , the Biſhop de- 
artcd to DeLerter, and Count Ono likewiſe elſe- 
wherczſo dcfcrring over the reducement oi #trecht, 
that in tra of time it became the worke of ano= 
thcr liands for about thrce ycarcs after tis inſur- 
re&ion, Sweeey of Boſickem a noble Knight , afhiſted 
by the lac baſed U 177 ar5,did in the night and 
by ſcalado make a re-intric , where | between the 
oppolice partiesthere enſucd a bloudy conteſtation, 
till Seder and his parciſans at length prevailing, 
the mutinous were dilpeſi{ſcd,their erected coun- 
{cll diffolv'd, and ancient Magiſtrates remitted to 
their former honours and offices3 finally z though 
ſoone attcr, the {cditious made another ſecret re- 
entrie cauſing much blood ſhed, yet Claes of Catts 
(upon tlie lare deceaſe of Earl Otto, now Regent 
of Hollans) forcing the ports , interpoſs'd himlelte 
as an awtfull arbitrator,and by the ſevere expulſion 
of more then a thouſand bourghers, ſcrled ic again 

in a flouriſhing proſperity. 
After the deprefſion of which impudent {prooee:

' ment, undertook the ſtecrage of ithimſelfz and 


induced by the zcal of recovering his fathers bo. 
dy, revenging his death, and for an utter conſter. 
nation of ſuch continuall and bloody mutinies,ſped 
him vvith a convenient Army into Weſt-Frieſtaud, 
vvhere at Yerozen neer Alckmaey the Rebels bade 
him bactaile , and ſlaughiring five hundred of 
his men, had the reſt likevviſe in chaſe but e're 
they couldentitleit an entire viory, the Hollan- 
ders like a turning tide making head anevv, pre- 
vail'd both rocheck the purſuit, and diftrefle the 
purſuers ; cight hundred Freiſlanders were lain at 
this ſecond charge, and the Prince likevviſe having 
loſt many of quality, though fevver in number, 
vvas for the preſent contented thaas to return again 
into Holland : vvhere after ſome mnterventent pal- 
ſageof vvhich his beingKnighted at HertogenBoſch 
and compelling his Aunt 4hgdt and her children 
ro leave the Land,vvere moſt remarkable ) obſcrve 
ing that Joh Biſhop of #:recht, though borh juſtly 
and as rcſolutely bem againſt Ghysbert of /£mſie!l 
and Haermon of woorden oppoſing, him, came yet 
ſhort of. his ends, as being v vorſted in the con- 
teſtaction 5 he vvith his forces made up the Bithops 
{ide, - falling on- reſolutely upon #redeland one of 
their ſtrongeſt pieces , vvhere the Lord Arnold 
brother to Ghyſbert commanding in chief, and gave 
{ſo good account of his valour,that F LOR1S mil- 
doubting ( as ic ſecmes ) that the ficge "—_ bee 
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drawn oat in length, ſent for the Lord Cofliz of 
ev vey a recruite of Zealanders, wherewithallto 
thicken his body,and preſs it the ſtreighter 5 which 
ſupply being guy, x" y by Gbysbert, and oppoſed 


at Loeaen, thcre befcll between them a ſharp en- 


countcr,and with much blood-ſhed3 whercin choſe. 


of Zealand ſo bravely hewed our the day, that Ghyſ- 
b-rt and many of his partiſans, were driven to ren- 
der themſelves demanding quartcr ; and as a fruit 
of this victory, Arnvld now deſpairing of a.y rc{- 
cue, ſubmirted both himfſclf and tc Fort to Flo- 
ris,who having ſtrengethned it with all nccefſarics , 
as a further part of the work ſtill behind, drew 
ney with his Army towards the ſccond Col- 
eager, intending as they were birds of the ſame 
fearhcr, ſo likewiſe to involve Haermon of Worden 
in the ſame fortune:but this wary Lord dclibcrate - 
ly weighing the Princes powcr.and how dange- 
rous it was for an carthen pot to combat with an 
Iron pillar 3 wiſely gave way, retreating into for- 
raigne parts ; howlſoever his cſtate being importa- 
ble, and fince Howntfort eſp.cially was {o tough 
a pile, as might fer a brighter Gloſſe upon the 
Princes RE 3 here did he next engage bi: for- 
ces,attempringirt with all poſſible Gallaniry 3 yet 
were the defendants ſo compleated with fortifica- 
tion, ammunition, and reſolution, that he {ubdred 
it not,bur at the rate of almoſt a years ſiege , and 
then by ſtorming 3 fuch a circumſtance yrs, 
more fire to fury, almoſt made a generall ſaugh- 


Er of the defendants 3 nor was the Prince appea-

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ſcd, till vpon the dayly baraſſi ig of Hae-me,s E: 
ftarc, the Collcagers were at length contented to

and long cxpence, to hold of him in Sovcraignty , 
and become tus homagers. Thus was tlie ftorme 
now overblown, and therc enſued a great {cr.:.1- 
ty, for though this compact of theirs was bur fore 
mall, and with a pad {till lvrking inthe ſtray of 
reconciliation, yet Floxis dcalt fo really botii 11 
forgiving, and even forgetting all mildemeanours 3 
that asa witnefle of it, and his extraordinary ia. 
vour, thcy were afterwards admitted by him into 
{ofull and neer a truſtyas even to become of 11is 1n- 
timate counſell, 

Nay ſo much was both his confidence and cou- 
rage heightned up by this ſucceſſt, uſbcring to 
more & greater vi&orics, that now again he mave 
another attempt upon the rebellious Freelancers 
and as revenge though bcing often flow, dces yct 
at length ſtrike ſure 3 they were ſoon after inga- 
ged, arid twice ruuted by Him : Firſt, at Scellr-g- 
bout,the k2cond time, & with remarkable ſlaughtcr 
at a 0 3 vvhere having alſo recovered his ta- 
ti:crs body, . anothcr principal, the next carc v+as 
to lee it as hes interred among thoſe of þ1s an- 
ceſtors, and ro. tliis end he'novy defcended his ſe- 
condiume back into Holland, rcſpiting the _ 
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finall proſecution til] ſome other convenience , 
which attcr was preſented by an cxtraordinary 
accidentzjor though abundance of water had hi- 
therto in reſpcE ot ticir broken ſituations, deli- 
vered thcir {tubborn nccks irom the yoake , yct 
now tlits fickle Element cnanging ſides , was 
wrought up to ſuch a deſtrutive innundation 3 
and being inraged with tempeſt, eat fo fatally 
through thelr ba; kes and dctenfatives 3 that the 
Country lay depreſt under the weight of a miſe. 
rablc dcluge, ſuffocating cven the wofull number 
of aimoſt c1ghty thouſand perſons : ſo that Floris 
bcing upon this {cean of entry,prompted again in- 
to ation;depured' Drrick Baron of Brederoode, with 
a convenable armado, to trie whether the rebeli- 
on might yet at length,by this new and navall kind 
of wartfarc receive an ultimate end, And of ſuch 
induſtry was this Commander, ſo skilfull in the 
manage of his advantagesz that by preſſing the 
Friefes now both home and ſuddainly while un» 
compoſed, and looſcly ſcartcr'd in this raging de- 
luge, they finally were brought to reaſon ; both 
rendrivg hoſtages, for their furure obedience, and 
having :uch courſr manicles, ſuch Forts and 


Caſtles {cateringly impot'd upon the country , as. 


might preventall caſuing difloyaltys yer ſo rough 

and inflexible was this pcop!e, that clirough all 

theſe heavy tyes, with (ro þoote ) an oath of alle» 

grance yielded ; riicy conlJd hereatter break. again 
mto rheir iormer madiacts, 

Now Floris whether inſtigated by a ke woo 

wil Ccat,, 
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heate,to ſearch that Souttern ſca which had fo 
newly ſwallowed all the tra@ between Exchuſen & 
Staveren; or as occaſion was offcred ro make ttim- 
ſelfe ſtill more conſiderable by any improvement of 
eſtate z made another voyage ſoun atter into that 
furcher and more caſterly Frrieſland ; where at his 
ſitting down before Staveren, the citizens obſcr- 
ving with how much telicity ue hitherto had car- 
ried his deſignes, and rather chooſing his ſoft em. 
braces,then his rigid armes3ſer all ri\xcir ports open 
acknowledging hum for their licge and fovcraigne 
Lord, whereby rhicy were fo high advanced in the 
Princes opinion, that as a requitall , hee likewiſe 
raiſed the ſplendor of their city, decoring it with 
many cextraur.linary rights and priviledges. 

Yet was he not not ſo high abovediſcourlſe, and 
oppolition, but upon this arrive again at the Hague, 
ſeverall coll-&cd humours,and of dangerous con- 
ſequence, were both in Holland 4nd Zealand, ga-

ox e\ſc envious at, his {aps ſuccefſss and tf i P 
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kim more 1n ballance, was till ready at the back- 
doore to {cant the gale of his glory, And thus did 
he now peece in with wolfard of YVeere, Fohn of Re- 
peſſe, Flore.ce of Borſelem, and ſome other of his 
{uvjeAs, pretending a reformation of {everall grie- 
vaiices 3 bur doubtleſſe having ſome other hidden 
reſpcs, which thoſe his in utherers muſt likewiſe 
ſwallow, or clfe perhaps be fſlaved at length and 
{wallowed of an arbitrary goverment , the intru- 
ding nips and twitches whereof, wrought ( as it 
ſeemesthis their preſent compliance with the ſaid 
Flemiſh Earle 3 who likewiſe upon ſo promiſing an 
opportunity, wafred his atmy over into the Iſland 
ot Falcherty , endeavoring the repoſſeſſion there- 
of, and as a leading card, firſt to ſeize Mydleborge 
the Metropoltszor FE may call it elſe rhe Cabinet, 1n 
which Flerrs trad at the prefent entruſted both His 
| Lady Beatrice and her fon 1ubn, his richeſt Jewels. 
The news of whoſe danger ſo throughly netled 
him, char he prefently fer faile for py. as hoping 
yer ſuch another fea vitory as by levelling the 
Flrmmings with the Prieſes, niight both right him- 
ſclf and relicve his friends : bur vpon the pirhie 
frediation of 7oþy Dake of Zrabant, this martiall 

heate was ſoore after diflolved intofach a treat 
of peace, as perhaps vvas one of thoſe hidden coals 
vvhich ac lengthkmdled the Princes deſttvEion. 
For rhe paſſionare Flemiſh Fart, being vvedded ro 
tir; ovvn vvicked vyayes,made a trap of a tfeaty5 & 
breaking over all bonnders, all caution of ffee &= 
grefs and regrefs:as foon as Floris vvas cftred into 
| Bieruliedt 
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Bieruliedt, rhe place appointed to debate iffy, force. 
ably {ciz'd him tor his pri onerzand rhiis ( as it ap-. 
p-ar> by cae conlequence) without aiy redeinp.t- 
oi1,0.ilcts by yielding co very rigtd conditions 3 
infomuch that Floyrs like a twigge in a _tempcit , 
bowing that he might not break z was cantent to 
flubbcr vimſete our of bondage , by complying 
with any demands whacſocvcr ,yct even this a!to 
wrought not cff.&ually, till oz of Brahaut had 
engaz'd himlcltc for tiie performance. Which 
ovcr-doing of the premiſes, was an undoing to tic 
{equell;for thc relentmcnt of this treacacrous co- 
ertion ſo cut him to the quick, tizart when free 
azain and act liberty,he flutly dilavowed all former 
covenants, allea lging they were violently o>tru- 
cd andby cures; awpinnain g what preju ice he 
might upon his pledge the Brabander, as one f{uf- 
pc&ed to have a hand kauckle decp in tis dil- 
altcr, theſe indignities 5 by wiich, tne buſt: Duke 
(as ſome report) vas again irricated to concur with 
others in his afcer downfall. For though the pre- 
ſent inſurre&ion was now wethered our, his ma'c= 
contents being pacified and rcaſſured, yet had Fle- 
715 other enemics more cloſe and much more tas» 
rall, of which hereatrer in the peculiar place, we 
being now to procecd in a more plaulible key. 
For {uch viciſſicudes are there in the tory of hu- 
manity thac the former ſhower thus overblown , 
a gracious Sun-ſhine, a ſcean of joy and glaneſs 
ts next to take the ſtage. The principail Actor 
whereof, was Dirick Earle of Cleve, wito about

well might this require greac teſtivity, ſince he 
gave him not onely a bare viſit, but as a fturcher 
roken of his intimate affcion, both the town and 
fort of Workum upon the river Waball ; and alſo the 
ſigntory of Hueſden and Alteva : paſſing them 
over to be members of Hulland and diſmiſſinga/ohn 
the ſeventh of that name, Lord of Hueſder, to be- 

come his Nephews homager. 
_ After which againe Flo75 had ſtill other Irons 
in the fire, and of much more conccrnment , en- 
titling him to a far higher ſoveraigmty 3 For the 
late deceaſe of Alexander King of Scotlapd and 
his. iflue lincall, imbarking Ba/rzol, Bruce, and Six 
other collatcrall heirs in a competition for rhat 
Kingdomez Floris as one of the pretenders, and a 
Crown being now art the ſtakezthar he might play 
the beſt of his game, bore up preſently tor Eng- 
lands where no doubt but his deſcent from Flors 
the third, and his Wife Ada, Daughter to Herry, 
eldeſt ſon to David firſt of that name King of 
Scots,was to King Edward Longſhanks , ( fole Ar- 
biter in the cauſe depending) patherically pleaded 
and put home: but when upon ſecond, thoughts 
perceiving how inconvenient it might be ro tranſ- 
plant from his ancient center, and fertle in a wild 
and barren Country, full of Feuds and partiait- 
tieszeſpecially obſerving with whac obſtructions 
his ſute was {uffocated by the Scottiſh party, he 
became from more- indifferent 3 and art length fo 
W = kc y-coid 
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key-cold in the proſccntion that upon the former 
Mortves, King Edwards adviſe, and a Compoſition 
tendred 3 he was contented to fit down and make 
over his intereſts layingout his after time & toyl at 
better rates, and more aſſurance. 
- Particularly with ſuch ſucceſs in a Treaty of 
marriage berwcen the Lady Elizabeth King &9- 
wt! ng rao and his fone /obzz that their being 
mutually contracted, was au occaſion ot much j oy 
and ſtrengthning to hisfriends, to his enemies of 
{uch diſpite and envy 3 that Guy Damprre began 
here to ow his teeth again 3 Walcheren the jang- 
ling bone betwixt them , might now perhaps be 
reduced upon eaſier conditions 5 the Shepheard 
was abſent and the ſheep more open to ſurprize, 0 
but yet his deputies were ſo couragious and vi- 
oilant, that Dexick Baron of Byederoode ſurnamed 
the Gentle, and /$» Lord of- Reneſſe, with ſodaine 
and proportionable levies, interpoſed themſelves 
upon the frontire. Whether alſo Florzs upon a 
iwift intelligence( as ill news do commonly make 
good wing) incontinently wafted over, and findi 
his father Guy falne from his ſpeed, and fitting fa 
within his Quarters, became the more confident 
imploying Rexefſe with part of his Army into 
Flanders, Brederoode with the reſt into Cadſant : 
where the firſt having fired Slzts, the tother plun- 
deredall the countrey adjoyning ; they then with 
a rallied body, ſpurr'd in ſo roughly upon the 
. Flemmiſh Forces, that tor the moſt part they were 
drown'd, {laine,or taken upon quarter, Some ou 
tors 
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thors there are, which differing in the relation, 
ſpeak indeed of the Princes Englith voyage and ſale 
ofhis Scoriſh title, but defer the former contra&t of 
marriage till afrer this victory, which they likewiſe 
firuate 1n a different placez{aying that at the flame 
of Sluys, and her devaſted confines, the Flemmiſh 
reſolution took ſuch fire, that wafting over with a 
divertive war into South-Beverland , they there 
were paycd for their pains as formerly z and then 
did Florrs, ( the rather to deter any ſublequenc in- 
curſion)contra& with Exgland, ſending thither his 
ſon Fobz , and obtaining ( as a thing caſt in upon 
the by) that the Engliſh Wool-ſtaple, (in revenew 
a kind of Golden fleece,) ſhould be tranſported to 
his city of Dort 3 whence (ſay they) it was erclong 
againe removed to Mechelez, the reaſon becaul Flo- 
res cither led by the vaſt fees of Fraxce, (as ſome 
report it) or upon ſome pretenſjons againſt Eng- 
lard, which they would have to overballance any 
former confederation, (as ſome others) changing 
his copy, became a proteſt partiſan to Phell;p rhe 
Faire, King Edwards utter enemy. This I fay is 
likewiſe recorded, and by a good hand: yet wall I 
preſſe nothing upon the readers belief,. but leavin S 
him freely ro make his owne clefion, and what ulc 
he pleaſe, of theſe inſerted picces, I return againe 
with my firſt author, to diſh out the fruit attain'd 
by this precedent vict-ry; and fofair aſertl'd calm 
enſu'd upon ir,that Forres having deliberately lin'd 


his frontire with redoubts and ſconces, to prev ent ' 


the like future invaſion : ele&ted now after the 
E2 winter 
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winter tempeſtuous ways of war to repoſe a while 
1a che {urmer paths of peace : but here alas he met 
vvich many pert and poyſonous reptil's vvhich in 
his aſpcrous vveather kept cloſe in their holes, be- 
ing deſpicably dull and trozen. Thetragick fequall 
will ſuthciencly cleare itz ro proceed with. which, 
though Princes purpoſles are often changeable, yer 
this retiring was in Floris{o bent a reſolution, that 
he withdrew accordingly to the Hague, wiere no 
doubt bur his palace .rung out with plaudits and 
Jubilations, eſpecially arthe next day of our Saur- 
ours Natiuity : when having for the more magnif- 
cence ſummoned to him forty of his wealthieſt 
Hollanders, and beſt reputed of3nc with them held 
a high and open court, in cloſe ofall , andas a 
crown to the fcaſt, giving cach of them the 
order of Knight hood. And though this aQion of 
his were ſufficiently back'd with reaſon of ſtate, as 
being firſt to rear a new ſucceſſive gentry for what 
had often falne in Frieſland, Flanders, and by the 
poylon of a late epidemicall diſeaſc, as alſo to vin- 
dicate his prerogative,and raiſe the ſhoulders,upon 
which he himſclf might ſtand ſafe and higher 3 yet 
was it much diſtaſted' by thoſe of ancient Knight- 
hood and deſcent : they would needs cenſure it, 
an overtentring of ſo fine a web as that of honor,re- 
proaching him accordingly to be -the clunches 
god, And among theſe malignants that nefarious

of e/Emſlell how cunningly concealing it, being ſtil} 
incens'd for the loſe of XAredeland, Haermen of 
woorden tor Montfort both which refleged heavily 
upon Florrs3 then muſt the harſh extermination of 
his Aunt Al:at & her children, needs foment a fur- 
ther heart-burning, as did alſo his flattering out of 
honour, ſince ro take froma multitude to the pre- 
ferment of a few, without other inftigation then 
meer mony-bag, then the gold ring ſo tamiliarly 
found ina {wines ſnowr, occaſions likewiſca pre» 
judiciall gathering of humors: neither could Job 
Lord of Hueſden, but be very ſenſible of his daugh- 
rers deduGtion to the diſhonorable condition of a 
concubine, beſides tis probable enough that ſome 
of thole exaſperated ſpirits riſing heretofore with 
Guy Damprre were not yet conſiderably layed, 
which manitold diſtemper being now obſerved by 
Gerrit of Velſon, he with the leaven of his wrath 
and malice fo further ſowred the whole lumpe , 
that this (1 ſay) will the ratherinduce a favorable 
criticiſme : yet whether ſuch a rebated foylc

may be weapon enough to profligate | antiquity , 
traverſing the former blacke indiremenc again(t 
Floris» 1s Ri ſubjeEt to ſo much diſconrſc and liti- 
oation that I muſt diſmiſſe it with a Quere , re- 
entring now againe where I ſo lately left that 
maſicr wheele Gerrit of Yelſon, working che ſubor- 
dinate conſpirators into action, 

Vhich he did with more facilitic, and they al- 
ſo became the greater conficnts, becauſe Flo-is 
had now runne the diſpleaſure of his necreſt and 
ableſt neighbours 3 Edward of England, and Guy 
Dampire being both diftaſted, for tis late ſiding 
with Philty the faire King of Fraxce and then 
againe John Duke of Brabant for waveing the trea- 
ty of Berruliedt & ſwitching him up by it from being 
but a pledg, to more become the principal]. In a 
word,theſe Princes though otherwiſe cautive C- 
nough,yet were here ſo little coy to {well up the 
malignity, & relieve it with ſupport & countcnace 
thatGeyr:t of Yelfoz was imploy 'd toCamerikzrhere to 
conſult their ſeverall agents,about the managing 2 
picce fo ponderouſly open to conſtruction: where ft- 
nally the embrion was wrought into forme,it being 
concluded , that Flyzris ſhould by fſurpriſall be 
perpetually impriſon'd in Ezglaze, and hisrfonne 
Jobx ( King Edwargs {onne in law ) fertled in the 
Government, And {ſo wile are the children of this 
world in their Generation,that this was attempted 
ſloone after , by the vigor of a double ar- 
tifice, the former being ro remove him from 
his preſent (ſhelter, the fecond toruine him with 
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open prejudices & thus hits convententer arbitra- 
ting in a diffcrence, between the comfraters Gh1ſ. 
bert and Haermon , with the houſe of Zuline 1firk 
inveigled him forth of Holland to the Ciry of 
{trecht , where there was then another fi]ken Caare 
as ready pitch'd, to ſciſc and ſequeſter him at plea- 
ſurcznay ſo paſhonatly cruell 1s reveng that his 
cataſtrophe yetwas alas far more miſcrable.To re- 
late the particulars, Flor;s while thus imploy'd in 
#:recht, being after a cheerefull dinner retired and 
layd upon his bed, little dreaming of the bitter 
cup he was ſuddainly ro drinke of z behold that 
ſupiile S5z0n , Grsbert of Emſtell, presfing in upon 
him, with a pretcnce of much wild fonlc, and faire 
flying nere athandzſo winninly bared tis inclt- 
natiot, that he ſoone after Ictr the City, ang as 
precipitatcly fell into the ſnare : inſtead of other 
game finding onely ſuch prodigious birds of prey, 


as made himfelte become the quarry. For with 


ſome few followers being once paſt the ports, and 
within compaſlc of the rraine Clad lo Ghiſ- 
bert of Emficl Haermon of woorder : Gerrit of Vel- 
ſon, Hugh of Berrland, Arent of Berſcop and william 
of Zaenden, as{ifted by many men in armes, had 
lodainly forrounded him bc yond evaſion, and 
though Florzs with (word in hand couragiouſly la- 
Jabourcd his own defence 5 yer did hat Tech viper 
VeIſcz, and his treacherous abettors ; fo much with 
imparity of number and preparation , over-power 
him, that his perſon was ſe1z'd, and fccretly cun- 
veyed to the houle of Huden, thence againe to be 


ſhipp* d 
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ſhipped for E..glarud, But the violence offered 10 
F rinces being of a ſpreading a Ciffulive quallity , 
could ſo little be conceal'd, that all tl at Guaire 
preſently was in uproarc 3 rcſolving both 115 rcicue 
and revenge ; and perſuing it wich. ſo much acri- 
mony, that though the trayturs upon tlic pa ſio- 
nate ſcore of teare and guiltineſs hurried away tiir 
priſoner, and for more ſecurity, through blinu and 
devious places, yer were they dangcrovſly ga- 
thered on, eſpecially by the Troops of Na-en, 
but alas, ere they came within diſta:.ce, and to 
grapple, Florss being by his black guard compc1l'd 
to take a Aitch, and {o rigorouſly bound the while 
and pourely mounted, as might rathcr beſceme 
his miſery then his leape : tcl] ſo deepely be- mud- 
dcred in the midſt, that the traitor: beirg puzzl'd 
with itand the nearc engagement, diſtractedly left 
him, ſhifting each as he could tor ſafcty ; only that 
_ villain Yelſozz was ſo helliſhly perverted into ran- 
cour and revenge, that he parted not, till with his 
owne hand ( I tremble ro ſpeak it,) he here had 
broach'd the body of his own Soveraigne > with 
one and twenty mortall wounds 3 which being per- 
petrated, he fled likewiſe vpon the ſpur to (helter 
himſelfe at his houſe of Croanenbourgh, The loyall 
Kermers arriving ſoone aftcr , found their I:luſtr1- 
ous Florss, and lo lately brighced with a world of 
blesſings,now but owner of a little fainting breath 
and even for that alſo, life and death in contenti- 
on, Some of chem plunging into the bloody bath 
where he lay, handed him up to land 3 others were

azainc as zealous in apprehending ſuch as Ger; 
and the reſt had lefr behind, and even in the view 
of wofull Floyis, repaying their villany with a bir- 
cr death, Himielte now unrecoverably CGrawing 
on, they conveighed backe to the nouſe of Auden. 
courgh, where he lcir to ſickle farther in this mif- 

razie world. 
And having thus folded him up in his leaden 
Neere, ir may be pertinent enough , itaftcr rhis 
ruthfull ſtory, I now ſeeke to recreate the reader 
with an inſerted paſſage, of as much humanity in 
beaſts as there was brutiſhnefle in rheſe men, For 
Floris had at that time of his ominous {urpriſe, a 
brace of {uch loyall loving Greyhounds witi lim, 
as artended him firſt to the houle of Hudenzthonce 
to te diſmall ditch of his many wounds 5 thence 
to the place of his expiration , ſtill preterring is 
perion beyond his proſperity - nay ſo loyall were 
theſe poore creatures 1n their retribution, that 
when againe his corps was ſhipped for Aikmaey 
they wentaboord with 1t, landed with it, fill at- 
rended 1t; and after a neceflarily embowelling and 
imbalming, (becauſe all further and ultimate ccr- 
monics were to waite the Princes arrivall out of 
Eugland,)whenllſay it was after this placed in 
the Church-quierz{o preſfiſtant were they in their 
aff-&ionate {crvice , that they layed rthemlelves 
down at the fect of the Beer,continuing there with 
ſuch an obſtinate refuſall of al! profer'd tultcnance 
that had they not been forceebly removed, a vo- 
iuntary famiſhment had quickly render'd them as 
in{cnfible 
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inſenfible, as the rcl1ques of their deceaſed maſter: 
O ! how ſtrange and un«cxtinguiſhable was this 
love,this gratitude, and accordingly to be cut in 
braſle, and carved 1n marble > how did theſe filly 
creatures {eeme reafonable by the little ſparke of 
[ence , while thote men became brutiſh waugre 
the rauicat tame of reaſon ; whence 1 now muſt 
lower my dilcourle againe, relating of ſcaffolds , 
axcs, wheels, the rigid proſecutors of their incorri- 
geible pravity, For ſuch adreaGtull picceis treaton, 
tat as the buller of it does a world of miſcheife 
point-blank, the brecch alſo recoyles often and 
outragiouſly upon the fircr, beating him over be- 
yond any recovery 3cxamples to this purpole are 
trequent cnough, and thus Iſay our vreſent Yel- 
ſore, s were likewiſe buricd in the ruins of thar pal- 
lace, which they had ſo trecherouſly overthrown, 
For fo loud did the bloud of Floris cry for venge- 
ance, that his Aunts ſon /:ha of Aveſnes , Lord of 
Hez.egaw, would loſe no rime, but was foone after 
with bis Hezewayes , and tFeir black and bloudy 
colours facing the houſe of Croazexbour;, Whether 
tac Earle of Cleve deſcended alſo with an addt- 
tionall power , and as zcalouſly rhirſting tor re- 
vengce. And though by ſome parrtiall mediations 
it was after ſomewhat flackned, and wocd to more 
remiſſncis; yer was this pang of unſea{onabe le- 
nity as quickly over againe, and there enſued ſuch 
a bicter generali afſault, thar the troops, by ſtor- 
ming in, recovered both the viper Yelſon, and my 
0 
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of his partiſans, Neither flaycd they here, but be- 
i-g till jealous of Derrcks facility , and that fume 
jugiing ſhould be uſed in behalte of the priſoners, 
drew againe tumultuarily to the:r armes , bluntly 
denouncing, that whoſoever obſtruQcd the right.

ſcoop, theCount of Clere, Gerrit of C rayerburſt and 
others with him; the bodies of all which , after 
the Headſman had done his office , were expos'd 
upon as many wheels poſted -1 on high, ſoto 
be devoured by the naſticſt kind of wormes, or 
clſe buried with othcr ſtinking carion in the gor- 
es of Crowes , Kites, and other birds of prey, 
Joncerning the bloody butchcr Yelſen 3 after he 
had made a publick and puncuall confeſſion of the 
formcr particulars , hee was diſpoſed of to the 
men of Lezdex, who ( that his puniſhment might 
beare ſome proportion with his offence,) inclos'd 
him in a tunne inveckedly lined with many ſharp 
pointed natiles,roling him thus like another Artrlius 
Regelus through all their ſtreets 3 and aftcr many 
other tormenrs, beheaded and wheelcd him up like 
kis.other. confederates. This (I ſay )if wee rake

the old hellands chronicle for payment , was his 
miſcrable end. But ſome tiicre are who differ 
much inthe rclation ; the rithme Cronicle will 
ſay, (and with probability cnough;) that Y Iſon 
and Zaenden were upon the torcing of Cronen- 
bourze , immediately wooricd and ſlain by the ra- 
ging mulcitude; another, namely Beca diſcourles 
thus, Gerardus de Vilſon tradiitonem comitts in aperto 
co:feſſus eſt ſertattm, (7, atqs 1den Gerardus inter a- 
cerbaſupplicto gre rotatus eft: Gerrit of Velſon made 
a publick punCtuall confeſſion of his villainy to- 
wards the Prince , and after many other bitter 
torments , was finally caſt out vpon a wheel ; 
ſo that the word Rotates being an «/£quivox , and 
ſuſceptible of ſeverall interpretations, hence per- 
. haps has ſucceded theformer tale of a tub, ſo 
beſet with ſpikers, Neither did his perſon only 
paſſe the pikes of puniſhment, but incvitable ven- 
geance procceding yet further, thoſe of his blood 
were either compelPd to difſcmble their conſan- 
guinity, or cl{c baniſh'd inco forrain countries z 
tie bearing his Coate-armor was to al men and 
for ever interdicted z nay, cven hisplace of aboade, 
the houſe of Cro-exbourgh, was likewiſe utterly 
raced to the ground, Finally, though Ha-rmon 
of yorrden, and Gh:ſb:18 of Emſtell , immediatel 
ſbrunke into farraine pars, from the perſonal 
vpbraids and brands of juſtice zyet with the for- 
mer Gery!', their blood vyas both attainted , and 
thole of it exterminated; their Coate-armors vvere 
for ever interdicted, and their goods and ——— 
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forfeited to the L. Paramont; Prince eJoby. To 
conclude Haeymen of woorden diced an exile in 
great miſery and poverty; and Gbliſber; of LEmjicl 
groaning alſo under the ſame cternall baniſhment 
layeds his gray head ina forraine grave, 
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
